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REMARKS 

Claim Changes 

Claim 4, 8 and 12 were amended without prejudice or disclaimer to correct dependencies. 
Claims 1 , 2 and 4-26 remain in the application. 

No amendment made is related to the statutory requirements of patentability unless 
expressly stated herein. No amendment is made for the purpose of narrowing the scope of any 
claim, unless Applicant had argued herein that such amendment is made to distinguish over a 
particular reference or combination of references. Any remarks made herein with respect to a 
given claim or amendment is intended only in the context of that specific claim or amendment, 
and should not be applied to other claims, amendments, or aspects of Applicant's invention. 

The amendments to claims 4, 8 and 12 were needed to correct the dependency from a 
canceled claim 3 to claim 1 . Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for noting the discrepancy 
and bringing it to her attention in the conference call of July 21, 2008. 

No additional search or examination is required by the Examiner as the changes were 
made for correction of dependencies. 

Claims 4, 8 and 12, as amended, remain patentable over the cited references. Upon 
review of the allowed claims, the Examiner noticed the dependency issue and notified Applicant, 
at which point an amendment was suggested. 

Conclusion 

Accordingly claims 1, 2 and 4-26 are in condition for allowance. Applicant respectfiiUy 
requests the amendment be entered.
